That would be a Christmas tradition not only 
filled with beautiful sentiment but of the greatest 
practical value. 
The practical side of generous 
tree planting is brushed aside so commonly. Noth­ 
ing contributes more in the broad program of wa­ 
ter and soil conservation. 
Nothing adds more to 
the beauty of the state. 
Nothing enhances the 
worth of its real estate more than trees. 
Actually a citizen of Crete, a woman, has been 
the most vigorous exponent of the living Christ­ 
mas tree Idea of any individual in the U. S.

ides expressed by this Lincoln citizen has been 
echoed by her seascm after season, during years 
when tlie urgency of tree planting was not nearly 
as great as it is at this time.

N E of the most interesting men in this coun­ 
try is William Allen White, of Emporia, who 
consistently has preferred a small town, with its 
journalistic opportunities, to the glamour and the 
financial reward of the great city^ 
The Kansas 
editor has had numer(His opportunities to show 
his wares m the most popular city in this country. 
These recent months have not been any too kind 
to William Allen White. 
As chairman of the com­ 
mittee to defend America by aiding the allies Mr. 
White frequently has found himself the target of 
bitter • criticism. 
He was heading 
this 
country 
towai-ds war, his critics had said, and was meddling 
in matters of no concern to the U. S. 
Now Mr. 
White is a genuine fighter in his own right, but a 
man of his sensitive traits could not help but feel 
that some of the criticism was so undeserved. 
It is a matter of great satisfaction to all those 
who think that William Allen White has performed 
a most useful service to note the rising tide of pub­ 
lic opinion in his support. 
The latest to defend 
White's activities vigorously is Colonel Lindbergh, 
When it gets down to the bone, however, those 
who know William Allen White know that re­ 
gardless of what his critics might say, he’ll go 
ahead and do his duty as he sees it. 


RE Q U E N T LY there is reference in the news 
columns to the war aims of warring nations. 
They should not be difficult to define even in 
concrete terms. 
There never has been and there 
never will be any place in the philosophy of a 
peaceful and a serene world for the principle of 
aggression and conquest. 
There never has been 
and never will be a place in this world for a man 
or for a government so filled with ambition, so 
lustful of power and domination, so selfish in the 
determination to expand at other people’s expense, 
and so blind to all the rules of decent human con­ 
duct that deliberately they are ignored. 


That is not a new thought. 
It is old, even older 
than the event which gives rise to the tradition 
of Christmas. 
It is as ancient as the ancient con­ 
querors of early antiquity. And what can be done 
about it? 
Nothing unless in the decent moods of 
civilization there becomes crystalized within na­ 
tions, and among the men and the women of those 
nations,

more than lip service to the injunction of the 
angels. 
That is what this world needs— spiritu­ 
ality— faith among its people— faith in each other 
—honor and integrity in the observance of agree­ 
ments and of treaties which define international 
relationships.

not rest upon broad spiritual foundations— founda­ 
tions of justice— foundations of honor and integrity 
--foundations of belief ond faith in each other— 
and finally foundations of understanding and of

Tuberculosis is worth writing 
about because the campaign is 
hopeful. 
The 
death 
rate 
has 
dropped 76 per cent in 40 years. 
It dropped 33 per cent from 1920 
to 1930 and 32 per cent from 1930 
to 1940. If the average decline of 
approximately one-third every ten 
years can be maintained, the tu­ 
berculosis 
death 
rate 
in 
1950 
would be 32; in 1960, 21; in 1970, 
14; and by the year 2000, if there 
is any Christmas then, the Christ­ 
mas bells will ring out the death 
knell of this ancient dusease of 
mankind, so we hope you have 
purchased your Chri.stmas .seals 
and that you will continue to use 
them if you have any left even 
though Christmas is over. 
In 
accomplishing 
this 
object, 
most of it will have to be done by 
public health work in deliberately 
rooting out cases in the population 
and sending them to sanitaria. 
This work is called case-finding. 
How many sanitarium beds will 
it take? In 1938 it was estimated 
that there were 732 institutions In 
the United States with 90,000 beds 
wihch could h3 used for tubercu­ 
losis cases 
This is 1*4 beds per 
annual death. It is est mated that 
a minimum of 2 beds for each 
annual death are needed if a good 
case-finding program 
is carried 
out. This will mean about 60,000 
more beds than we have at pres­ 
ent available. 
Case-fin d in g. 
The case-finding method is nec­ 
essary because so many people 
with tuberculosis do not realize 
that they have anything the mat­ 
ter with them. They go on with 
slight symptoms, do not seek med­ 
ical advice and, in fact, many i 
cases feel better than people who ; 
are not sick at all. 
Only wh.4n 
some dramatic event occurs, .such 
as a hemorrhage from the lungs, 
or the disease becomes .so exten­ 
sive as to cause real disability, 
do they realize their condition and 
ask for a diagnosis. 
A great deal 
of advance could be made if these 
people would learn tq recognize 
their symptoms in the early stages 
and seek advice. 
One early sign is hemorrhage 
from the lungs. 
This naturally

frightens and depresses the per­ 
son to whom It occurs, but it may 
be a bles.sing in disguise because 
it is sufficiently dramatic to make 
him seek medical advice, and also 
because it is not necessarily a sign 
of late tuberculosis. 
In fact it 
may occur quite early— certainly 
early enough for successful treat­ 
ment. 
Another 
significant 
thing 
Is 
pleurisy. 
In any pleurisy where 
the pain is bad enough to put the 
patient to bed and result in fever 
and disability for several days, it 
should be regarded ps a premoni­ 
tory sign of tuberculosis 
Oth er Early S ymp toms. 
Other early symptoms are fa­ 
tigue which is unnatural— that is, 
fatigue which cannot be explained 
by the amount of exertion or work 
done. Of course, cough and expec­ 
toration, 
afternoon 
fever 
and 
night sweats may be early or are 
likely to be late signs. There are, 
however, many forms of cough 
which are not called “ cough.” One 
is a cold that hangs on, or récur­ 
rents colds in the winter. All these 
demand careful examination. 
Remember that in many cases 
the primary complex occurs in 
childhood but that a danger period 
is in adolescence when the reinfec- 
tive, chronic form of tuberculosis 
of the lungs develop.s. The num­ 
ber 
of 
these 
cases 
increases 
through the twenties and thirties, 
and the mortality peak is reached 
during the thirties. 
In this age, 
then, 
the 
symptoms 
and signs 
which I have indicated should be 
of particular significance.

that President Roosevelt may ask 
congress for authority to bring 
some of the independent, quasi- 
judicial agencies of the govern­ 
m ent under the control of the 
executive branch in a new re­ 
organization plan. 
The president’s power to re­ 
shuffle

bureaus expires Jan. 21. 
Reports 
have circulated that if and when 
he asks extension of this author­ 
ity, he might seek to expand it to 
include such presently-exem pted 
agencies as the interstate com ­ 
merce, 
communications,

and trade commissions. 
Senator 
M cCarran 
(D -N ev) 
.« iaid he had been informed that 
such a course m ight be pursued, 
and added that it would be sure 
to provoke lengthy and spirited 
debate in the senate. 
“The interstate commerce com ­ 
mision and other agencies of that 
nature were created by congress 
to represent congress and to be 
responsible to congress,” he said. 
“Any I eorganization that assumes 
to destroy this principle will be 
another step in the direction of 
taking from the people the right 
to govern them selves by taking 
from congress the power to regu­ 
late these agencies.”

M cCarran said opponents of re­ 
organization would be prepared to 
show that none of the four orders 
issued by the president under his 
present authority had resulted in 
any m aterial savings or increase 
in efficiency.
